A malignant rash of antisemitic acts of vandalism has broken 
out in West Germany following the desecration of the newly con- 
structed Cologne Synagogue and the defacement on Christmas Eve 


of the local memorial to victims of Nazism. 


The synagogue walls 


were besmirched with crudely painted swastikas and the words: “ Wir 
. Deutsche Fordern—-Juden Raus” (We Germans demand Jews get 
out). Police have been posted outside the home of Dr. Zwi Azaria, 
President of the Cologne community, and the homes of other 
prominent Jewish citizens are also being guarded.

NOTTING HILL 
OUTRAGE 


Nazi Emblem on 
Synagogue

Large swastikas and the words 
“Juden Raus” were daubed in white- 
wash over the doors of Notting Hill 
Synagogue, Kensington Park Road, 
in the early hours of yesterday (Thurs- 
day) morning. 

Nobody saw the men who dese- 
crated this house of worship in a 
manner similar to that at the Cologne 
Synagogue. But whoever were the 
perpetrators of this outrage they saw 
to it that they would have publicity. 
For they telephoned the Press Asso- 
ciation and told them that they had 
just put the swastikus on the syna- 


gogue, 
it was a.m. when the minister. 
the Rev. B. Susser, was called out 


of bed by the police at Notting Hill 
and told of the outrage. He rushed 
to the synagogue in his car, where 
he found two men they were non- 
Jews,” he said—washing the swastikas 
off the doors. “I don't know who 
they were. | think they were just 
public-spirited men.” The minister 
immediately telephoned the Warden, 
Mr. S. Portnoy, who also went to the 
synagogue. 

Said Mr. Susser: “I think who- 
ever did it was just trying to emulate 
the Germans. | do not think that 
we can regard it as a serious threat.” 

Not far away from the synagogue 
is the North Kensington headquarters 
of Sir Oswald Mosley’s Union Move- 
ment. But here everyihing was quiet 
and no. one was in the premises 
yesterday morning.

SCOTLAND YARD 
DENIAL 
No Slur on Jewish 
People

It was never intended that a state 
ment made at the Old Bailey by a 
Chief Detective-Inspector should be 
construed as involving any imputa- 
tions against persons of the Jewish 
faith. This ‘statement was made to 
Per Jewisn CHRONICLE by a Scotland 
Yard spokesman. 


Chief Detective-Inspector Rixon 


had, when opposing bail at the Central ° 


Criminal Court last week for a Mr. 
Louis Granville Gordon, who is 
charged with offences in connection 
with the Mias Group case, stated of 
the accused man: “He is a member 
of the Jewish fraternity and I feel he 
has probably got more opportunities 
to leave the country than perhaps 
most other people.” 

Scotland Yard further stated that 
it is regretted if the statement made 
by this.officer had been construcd as 
having such imputations. 

Commenting upon the Chief 
Detective-Inspectors remark, Mr. 
R. WN. Carvalho, President of the 
Anglo-Jewish Association, stated im a 
press release that in October he 
issued a statement, with the authority 
of the Israeli Embassy and the Home 
Office. confidently expecting that 
Britain and Israel would shortly be 
signing <n Extradition Treaty. “I! 
was given to believe by both parties 
that the settlement of all outstanding 
differences was a matter of weeks.” 

Unfortunately, said Mr. Carvalho. 
the Treaty had still not been signed.

In the New Year Honours List 
published today Sir Rotanp (Roy) 
WELENSKY, the Prime Minister of the 
Federation of Rhodesia and Nyasa- 
land, has been made a Privy 
Councillor, and Mr. Myer GaALPERN, 
M.P., the Lord Provost of Glasgow, 
received a Knighthood.

Sir Roy, who was born in Salisbury, 
Southern Rhodesia, in 1907, succeeded 
Lord Malvern as the Premier of the 
Federation jn November, 1956. He 
was knighted in 1953 and became a 
Cabinet Minister, in the same year. 
When in England just over a year 
ago he said at a press conference. in 
reply to a question whether in the 
multi-racial situation in the Federa- 
tion jt was @ handicap or an advan- 


tage to be a Jew, “ | am one of those 
people who never deny their Jewish 
origin ; it has certainly not prevented 
me from becoming Prime Minister o! 
the Federation.” 


KNIGHT 


Councillor Galpern, who was born 
in Glasgow 56 years ago, had the 


distinction of being the first Jew to 
be made a Lord Provost in Scotland. 
He was elected Member of Parlia- 
ment for the Shettleston Division of 
Glasgow at the October General 
Election. Although his term of office 
as Lord Provost does not expire ~““til 
May, 1961, Mr, Galpern is to m''n- 
quish his office in May this year>~ He 
and his family have been members 
of the Garnethill Synagogue, Glas- 
gow, for many years.

C.B.F. TO BUILD NEW AGED HOME 


A new Home for infirm and 
chronically sick persons is to be built 
by the Central British Fund in the 
grounds of Leo Baeck House, in The 
Bishop's Avenue, Finchley. This was 
decided on at a meeting of the Allo- 
cations Committee of the Fund, held 
in London, with Sir Henry d Avigdor 
Goldsmid presiding. The Home will 
provide accommodation tor 40 per- 
sons, partly in small wards of tour 


persons cach and partly in single 
rooms. 
The committee administers funds 


placed at the disposal of the C.B.F. 
by the. Jewish frust Corporation. 
which are earmarked exclusively fo 
the relief and rehabilitation of Jewish 
victims of Nazism. 

The new Home is in addition to 
the three London old age Homes 
established in recent years by the 
Fund (the Otto Schiff House in 
Netherhall Gardens. N.W.3; the Leo 
Baeck House in The Bishop's Avenue, 
Finchley ; and the Otte Hirsch House 
in Priory Road, Kew). 

The Chairman reported that he had 
inspected the new Morris Feinmann 
Home, built in Manchester from 
funds received from the Allocations 
Committee. This old age Home will 
house 41 persons in 35 single rooms 
and three double rooms. The cen-

FOUR DIE IN BORDER 
INCIDENTS

JERUSALEM 
Four persons—an Israeli and three 
Egyptians—were killed im border 
incidents last week. 


The Israeli, a Druse polk<man. 
was killed in a clash in the demili- 
tarised zone near Lake Kinneret 
when herdsmen, who had crossed the 
frontier, exchanged fire with an 
israeli patrol. 


In another incident, three Arabs, 
members of a group of marauders, 
who had penetrated nine miles into 
Isracli territory in the Western Negev, 
were killed by Israeli patrolmen. 
The bodies were handed over to 
the United Nations Emergency Force. 

Incidents on the border have 
increased of late and are now almost 
a occurrence. Opposition 
parties have called for strong action. 
and the Cabinet met on Sunday to 
discuss the situation. :

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


MAN AND 


ELIEF in the providence of 
(sod is sometimes misunder- 
stood as if jt were to imply 

inactive forbearance and prolonged 
patience while the Almighty's ultt- 
mate purpose gradually untolds 
itself lt is sometimes imagined 
that this functions quite indepen- 
dently of anything we might 
attempt on our own behalf to 
better our lot or hasten the 
Messianic era. A renowned his- 
torian recently went as far As to 
suggest that the more active 
Zionist pioneers of our century 
have betrayed the historic mission 
of their people through ther virie 
show of initiative jn the re-estab- 
lishment of our Homeland. 


The Torah has never asked us 
to subscribe to this passive philo- 
sophy. From the beginning it has 
been expected of us that we resist 
and give battle to the forces of evil. 
Abraham speedily mobilised his 
household to rescue Lot; Moses 
rallied the embryo nation to repel 
several attacks in the Wilderness ; 
his final message to Joshua before 
the conquest of the Promised Land 
centred round the refrain: “ Be 
strong and of good courage.” 
Moreover, the Biblical account of 
this conquest makes no hard and 
fast distinction between miraculous 
intervention and strategic acumen. 
The prophetess Deborah was moved 
to song by the learned legislators 
of Israel who deserted their desks 
and scrolls in an emergency to 
volunteer for battle among. the 
common people David is esteemed 
for his courage and bravery almost 
as much for his integrity of charac- 
ter and religious devotion. 


SO, too, in the Hasmonean era, 
~ only after a bitter struggle did 
we survive the cultural challenge of 
Hellenism and all its military might 
On Chanucah we commemorate 
two miracles of a very dillerent 


kind, but. they both have this 
feature in common : Divine inter- 
venuion awaited our own initial 


elforts at self -help. 


The triumph over Antiochus and 
his Syrian armies was a momen- 
tous victory against overwhelming 
odds, and the victorious march into 
Jerusalem of Judah Maccabee and 
his amateur army was certainly not 
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MIRACLES 


achieved by force of alone. 
Nevertheless. it required the zealous 
courage of the Maccabee family at 
Modin to set in Motion this remark- 
able chain of events 

Had they then adopted 
tude of patient resignation, oF even 
taken a stand of passive resistance, 
then Jewish history mught well have 
taken a very diflerent turn and we 
should hardly be celebrating 
( hanucan toda) im its n esent form. 

The prerequisite of sustained 
endeavour jis once again manifest 
in the more s\ mbolic miracie dur ing 
the reconsecration of the Temple. 
After a thorough search a phial of 
pure in fact, found. is 
surely meaningful that the search 
was not entirely futile, and that it 
was through our own efforts that 
we rekindled the light. Although 
adequate for only one day. it 
then that God came to ou! 
to keep the light burning 

This rekindling of the perpetual 
light marked the ending of a critical 
period during which the Temipie 
service had become dehied and reh- 
gious practice corrupted Ihe 
restoration of purity and the sur- 
vival of our independent way otf life 
demanded human eflort as well as 
Divine intervention

SPIRITUAL heights are no more

An issue before America today 
finds the Jews at one with Christians 
—at least in proving their diversity. 
[his is the matter of. supplying 
information to other. countries on 
birth control to meet the challenge of 
the world’s “exploding population.” 
If Christianity is split within itself 
on the subject, as between Catholic 
and Protestant and within the variou 
elements of 
Judaism. 

The “ National Jewish Post,” in a 
recent survey, found that the Ortho- 
dox Rabbinate was rather unanimous 
in agreeing with President Eisenhower 
that the U.S.A. could not officially 
supply birth-control information to 
other lands, but also should not do so 
on the grounds that it was. * immoral 
and religious.”

Conservative rabbis took issue with 
the Orthodox stand, while disagree- 
ing among themselves—an action 
typical of American Protestantism.

“FAULT OF PARENTS 
AND TEACHERS”

If any of the younger generation 
in Western Germany are antisemitic 
it is the fault of their parents and 
teachers. This is the view of Dr. 
Alfred Wiener, founder of the Wicner 
library, who returned from a visit 
to the Federal Repwhlic last week, 
just before the desecration of 
Cologne's synagogue. 

In an interview which he gave to 
THe JewtsH Curonicte Dr. Wiener 
was asked to comment upon fears 
which had been expressed recently 
that German youth were not free from 
the taint of Nazism. The problem 
was, he replied, that many of their 
parents, relatives, and teachers had 
been in the Nazi party, and young 
people could not bring themselves 
to believe that, for instance, “ Uncle 
Franz. who is so kind and loves 
animals” could really have been 
guilty of murdering Jews. From this 
it was Often a short step to blaming 
the Jews themselves for the “ lies” in 
question. 

However, Dr. Wiener stressed that 
from his contact with German youth 
—and he had spoken to hundreds of 
young students, teachers, and workers 
—he judged them to be on the whole 
open-minded and ready to listen ‘to 
arguments about the “German 
catastrophe.” 

This was also the opinion of Dr. 
Heinrich Luebke, the President of 
the Federal Republic, with whom Dr, 
Wiener had had a talk,

THE GERMAN REICH 
PARTY 


From a Correspondent 


The German Reich Party has no 
representative in the Federal Govern- 
ment in Bonn and is regarded as 
among the smalier political groups in 
Western Germany. According {o 
figures published a few months ago. 
its registered membership is pot very 
high, although its sympathisers, 
especially among the ultra-nationalist 
German middle-class, are considered 
to be quite considerable, 

At the elections to the Rhine- 
Pstatine Land Parliament, in April of 
last year, the party secured 78,220 
votes, which was just over five per 
cent of the total. But this was over 
30,000 more than it polled at the 1957 
elections. 

Its representative in the local parlia- 
ment is Herr Svkora. a former mem- 
ber of General Rémer's Socialist 
Reich Party, now banned 

Although the centres of the party's 
activilies are Bremen, Cologne, and 
Mainz, it is known that it has 
managed to establish 350 branches al! 
over Western Germany and that this 
number is considerably more than it 
was last year. A notable victory for 
the party was during the clections in 
October of last year in Bremen, when 
they managed to secure three times 
the number of votes they had 


recon secrated 


previously. The total vote they won 
in Bremen was 14,680—necarly four 
per cent of the total. Commenting 


on the growth of the party’s influence 
in Bremen, the “ Frankfurter-Rund- 
schau” said that it was a seriqus 
warning to Germany and called for 
stronger action to restrict the party's 
destrctive activities.

The 
youths who appear to be implicated 
in the latest excesses are too young 
to have been directly influenced by 
the Hitler era; the detestable 
of Nazism must still, 
therefore, be propagated in homes 
and by teachers. Not cnough has 
been done in practice to educate the 
rising generation with a respect fo: 
democracy and tolerance and wit 
an awareness of the enormity of 
antisemitism. Only one State in 
the Federal Reeublic has made 
mstruction about the crimes of the 
Nazi cra compulsory in State 
schools. Though there may be 
difficulties in drawing up curricula 
and still more in enforce ng them, 
Grerman democracy shirks this task 
at its peril 

Not less serious than permitting 
former Nazis to occupy positions 
where they can influence youth is 
thea ivleration th high official post- 
ions. In particulas loo Many judges. 
prosecuiors, and other cial 
officials now in office are retained 
despite their Nazi pus Even if 
the excuse for their tetention, that 
insuMicient replacements exist, be 
true, there can be no doubt thai the 
harm caused by the fact that they 
still appear to enjoy official favou: 
iS lar greater than any temporary 
impairment of the efficient admini- 
stration of justice. The leading posi-

Chancellor Adenauer jis clearly 
sincere in his desire to eradicate 
antisemitism, and is well aware of 
its dangers. It is to the credit of 
the Government that there have 
been many prosecutions for anti- 
semitism, and in some cases sen- 
fences have been severe. More- 
over, the prompt reaction of the 
Westphalian and Federal authori- 
tes, and of many public - bodies. 
gives reason to hope that the lesson 
of these shocking events will now 
be taken more intensely to heart. 
If so, the serious events of these 
past few days may turn out to have 
eXactly the opposite cfflect to that 
intended by their perpetrators. Only 
by completely purifying public life 
from the poison of Nazi barbarism 
will the German authorities con- 
vince the nations of the free world 
of the genumeness of their desire

1660-1960 


THE tementenary celebrations of 
1956 made the year 1656 familiar 
to all as the foundation date of 
the modern Anglo-Jewish com- 
munity. Now, the year upon which 
we are just entering marks the ter- 
centenary of a further historic 
landmark in our community's 
establishment 


By 1660 the protagonists of the 
Jewish resettlement had all passed 
away. Menasseh ben Israe! diced 
in 1687 and Oliver Cromwell in 
1658. Antonio Carvajal, who had 
been the leader of the Marrano 
community in London and was the 
founder oi the first syragogue here 
in 1656, died in December, 1659. 
“+ was then a terribly anxious time 

the barely established com- 
nity. Cromwell's death had 
been followed by the collapse of 
the republican régime established 


by the Lord Protector, and the 
restoration of the Monarchy was at 
hand, 


During this time of crisis the 
powerful anti-Jewish clements in 
this country took full advantage of 
the disturbed situation. They were 
well aware of the precarious posi- 
tion of the tiny community which 
had been so dependent for its short 
upon the personal good 
will of the dead Protector. A cer- 
tain Richard Baker presented “ The 
Merchznts’ Humble Petition and 
Remonstrance,” which solicited the 
expulsion of the Jews and the con- 
iiscation of their property. Then, 
in December, 1659, Thomas Violet, 
the chief Jew-baiter of the time, 
applied to the courts for a deciara- 
tion that the Jewish settlement 
under Cromwell was illegal. His 
virulent campaign gained authorita- 
tive and widespread support and 
would probably have succeeded had 
not British public opinion been pre- 
occupied with larger issues 

Such was the hazardous state o! 
the new-Porn community on the eve 
of Charles IVs return in 1660. As 
that year dawned, it was generally 
anticipated that after his restora- 
tion the King would revoke Crom- 
well’s friendly policy towards the 
Jews, together with the cancellation 
of other measures of the Lord 
Protector In due course much 
influential pressure was put upon 
the new sovereign to expel the Jews 
Charles Il consistently resisted these 
anti-Jewish attacks and showed 
himself a true friend towards his 
Jewish subjects. During his reign 
the community became securely 
established in Britain, irrespective 


of any constitutional or govern- 
ment changes These historic 
events three centuries ago will be 


recalled with pride by all the 
inhabitants of these islands 


BAIL AND RELIGION 


Tue Jewish community has been 
profoundly shocked by the 
exchange which took place al the 
Oli Bailey last week, when bail 
was refused to a former member o! 
the Jewish community onthe 
grounds that as “a member of the 
Jewish fraternity [sic} he has 
probably got more opportunities 
to leave the country than perhaps 
most other people. %® was shock- 
ing enough to hear this submussion 
from a semor police. officer but 
even more jarring that the judge 
not only failed to contradict such a 
flagrantly discriminatory § attitude 
but even appeared to accept the 
argument. Britain 1s.a free country, 
and. very easy to. leave. Ihe 
holder of a valid British passport 
can leave at a moment's notice 
unless special. orders are given to 
the contrary—and enter most 
European and North African States 
without requiring a visa. Britain 
has extradition agreements with 
only 37 out of the world’s 73 
sovereign States, so it is not diff- 
cult for a “wanted man: to Stay 
abroad. Fhere is absolutely no 
logic, therefore, in the suggestion 
that a Jew has more opportunities 
cither of leaving Britain or not 
returning than a Gentile. (lroni- 
cally, the man concerned became 
converted to Christianity 15 years 
ago, but he remains a Jew in the 
eyes of his fellow-countrymen,) In 
the light of what has happened, it 
is essential that the authorities 
concerned should give an 
immediate and unequivocal public 
assurance that on no account will 
the religion—present or past—of 
applicants for bail be taken into 


account. Mere excuses that. no 
offence was intended are not 
enough. Failure to take this step, 


after what has occurred at the Old 
Bailey, would be regarded as tacit 
acquiescence in discriminatory 
attitude so alien to the deep-rooted 
British ideals of justice.

MICROPHONES IN 
SYNAGOGUES 

Sik,~-Since you have reopened 
sour columns to the correspondence 
on the discussion sparked off by your 
leader of October 16 and further 
ignited by my letter of November 6. 
allow me to clear up some of the 
points raised in subsequent letters. 

On the main issue, viz., the need 
for rabbis to be guided by technical 
experts when dealing with technical 
problems, your correspondents are 
forcing an open door. Of course 
rabbis do not ex Officio claim any 
competence tn technical matters. and 
they invariably resort to  non- 
rabbinrcal experts when necessary to 
ascertain the facts affecting halachic 
decisions. Any rabbinical ruling based 
on invalid facts is obviously itself 
invalid. 

By the same token, mere technical 
competence cannot determine halachic 
problems. Only rabbis can rule on 
what is permitted, or analogous, or 
relevant in the eyes of Jewish law. 

One of your correspondents has 
dispufed my assertion that in using 
microphones one “ possibly ignites 
tiny sparks.” 1 am informed that he 
is quite right, especially in regard to 
‘the dynamic transmitters now 
generally used. The sparking argu- 
ment, mentioned as a principal con- 
sideration in the earlier rabbinical 
responsa, could only apply to carbon 
microphones now obsolete This

Has the growth of post-war Jewry kept pace with 


the general population trend ? An attempt is made 


here to answer the question. 


MANY JEWS ARE THERE? 


HE world’s Jewish popula- 

tion would seem to be 
increasing. According to the 
latest edition of “ The Jewish Yea: 
Book™ (issued today by Jewish 
Chronicle Publications) there are 
now 13,132,000 Jews (roughly 0.5 
per cent of the world’s population) 
in some ninety countries, compared 
with 12,737,000 only five years ago. 
Because of the tremendous diffi- 
culties in computing accurate 
estimates of Jews in most countries 
it IS not easy to ascertain whether 
this increase is due to a highe: 


__—birth-rate (a possibikity that can be 


ruled out in the majority of the 
Western communities) or merely 
to improved and more accurate 
census procedures having uncovered 
non-affiliated and “ anonymous ~ 
Jews hitherto unknown to- their 
respective communities. 


Movement to America 


What 15 fairly certain is that 
present-day Jewry numbers only 
about 3,600,000 fewer than at the 
outbreak of the Second World 
War, when the generally accepted 
figure of world Jewry’ was 
16,763,000. If one concedes that 
between fcur and six million Jews 
perished during Hitler's domination 
of Europe it would seem that the 
advance to today’s figure is partl 
due to a higher birth-rate in some 

As can be seen trom the table on 
this page, the distribution of! 
Jewish population has changed tre. 
mendously since the turn of the 
century and especially in the past 
twenty years. America (North and 
South) has replaced Europe as the 
main centre of Jewish population. 
and Asia (or rather Israel) has 
become a major area of settlement 

Liberal- government policies 
coupled with ‘unrivalled opportun- 
ties for the immigrant have made 
North America a great attraction 
for depressed European Jews, and 
nearly: half the worlds Jewish 
population is now concentrated tn 
the Western Hemisphere [he

HE French public has just 

learnt with. surprise that the 

“Petit Larousse” dictionary 
will no more be supplied to schools 
in Paris and in the Seine area, as 
the General Municipal Council of 
that area has ruled that this dic- 
tionary is “unfit” for children. 
“ Larousse ” 
dictionary. For the past hundred 
years it has been thought of in 
France more as a national insti- 
tution than a dictionary. Several 
million copies have been sold to 
schools, universities,. government 
offices, and individuals in France 
and in other countries all over the 
world. Its reputation for impartia- 
lity had led many people to believe 
it “ infallible.” 
- Over the past few weeks, how 
ever, the Larousse publishers have 
lost a great part of the credit 
which they had accumulated over 
a century. A section of the French 
Press has openly accused them of 
antisemitism, a complacent atti- 
tude towards the Nazis and the 


French collaborationisis, and of 
propagating “slang or vulgar 
terms.” 


The present scandal broke one 
evening last September. A French 
Jewish lawyer was glancing through 
the 1960 edition of the “ Petit 
Larousse,” which he had just 
received, and came across the name 
of Léon Blum, the famous French 
Socialist leader. He was astonished 
to read in the “ Larousse” that the 
real name of the “so-called Léon 
Blum” was Karfulkenstein and 
that he was of German-Bulgarian 
descent 

There is, of course, nothing dis- 
graceful about a former French 
Premier being of German descent 
and bearing the name of Karful- 
kenstein. But in the case of Léon 
Blum this false allegation has a 
strong antisemitic flavour. Before 


United States alone has approxi-

and that his family name was 
really Blum. 
Until its 1960 edition, the 


Larousse dictionary had never 
adopted “Gringoire’s” theory of 
Blum’s origins. Robert Blum, the 
son of the French statesman. 
decided to sue the publishers, but 
consented to drop the case when 
the publishers agreed to withdraw 
150,000 copies of the new edition 
from circulation and to correct the 
Léon Blum biography. This action 
cost the Larousse ublishers 
£40,000, in addition to the £8,000 
which they offered to Robert Blum 
as damages. 

How did such a glaring blunder 
find its way into the ~~ Petit 
Larousse” ? The publishers allege 
that the author of the Léon Blum

How did it 
happen that none of these people 
naticed that obvious mistake ? 


Errors and Omissions 


The matter was taken up by M 
Maurice Vanikoff, the director of 
the “Centre de Documentation 
Politique” and President of the 
French Jewish War Veterans’ 
Association. By reading the 
“ Petit Larousse ” systematically he 
discovered a number of significant 
errors, omissions, and understate- 
ments concerning the Jews, the 
French Resistance movement, and 
Nazi atrocities. Here- are two 
typical! definitions which he quotes 
from the “ Petit Larousse ™: 

Antisemitism: Doctrine or atti- 
tude of those who are opposed to 
the influence of Jews (M. Vanikofi 
points out that this definition is 
apparently inspired by the Proto- 
cols of the Elders of Zion). 


Pogrom: Popular movement 
aiming at the extermination of 
Jews. (it its a well-known fact, 


M. Vanikoff points out, that 
pogroms in Russia and in Poland 
were Organised by the police or the 
army. 

The “ Larousse ” is very discreet 
about the outcome of the Dreyfus 
affair. ft omits the fact that the 
French-Jewish officer was cleared 
‘of the charge of espionage It 
likewise ignores the war crimes 
perpetrated by the Nazi leaders. 
According to the biographies pub- 
lished in the “ Larousse,” Hitler

The “Petit. Larousse” knows 
nothing about the six million Jews 
whose “influence” was consumed 
ir the flames of the crematoria 
It ignores the existence of Bergen- 
Belsen (Auschwitz, Buchenwald, 
and Mauthauser are briefly men- 
uuoned, but here again no figu-es 
are given of the victims of these 
death-camps). Oberg, well known 
in France as the “Butcher of 
Paris,” 1s not in the dictionary. 
He was found guilty a few years 
azo of the massacre of 80,000 
French citizens. 

But words such as “ youpin,” 
“youtre,” and “ youd,” all of 
which are rude and. deprecatory 
descriptions of a Jew, are intro- 
duced in the dictionary. 

Following a vigorous campaign 
in the French-Jewish Press against 
this arbitrary selection of words 
and the biased definitions given in 
the dictionary, the publishers have 
announced that they will introduce 
some modifications in the next 
edition of the “ Petit Larousse.” 

Several Jewish organisations, 
however, are not satisfied. “Only 
half the definitions to which we 
object are being corrected,” M. 
Vanikofl has stated. 


There still remains the impor- 
tant question of whether the 
Larousse publishers are  con- 
scious antisemites. If no definite 
answer to this can yet be given, it 
is practically certain, however, 
that many of the authors of this 
dictionary have been recruited 
from extreme Right-wing or pro- 
fascist circles. In this respect it is 
significant that to this day the 
Larousse publishers have refused 
to reveal name of the man who 
wrote the Léon Blum-Karfulken- 
stein biography.

Eliminating Obstacles 


On the other hand, however, if 
Senator Kennedy should succeed in 
getting the nomination—let alone 
in winning the election—that event 
might be the one development to 
dissolve the obstacles that have 
limited the advancement of Jews 
in American politcs. A Jew 
chosen for high office is still some- 
thing deemed worthy of special 
notice, as it is not, for example, 
in France. Only one of the SO 
States has a Jewish governor, and 
only three of one hundred USA. 
Senaters and about a dozen of 
three hundred members of the 
Lower House are Jews. There js 
no Jew in the Cabmet, and while

_ one does sit in the Supreme Court, 


he is commonly considered the 
incumbent of the Jewish seat 
Any factor that would eliminate 
even the subtlest obstacles to the 
full expression of Jewish freedom 
is to be welcomed.

Three Scientific 
Conferences 


In the course of one month ‘three 
screnuhie conferences were held in Israel. 

The first was the Conference for 
Research into the Problems of Cancer. 
Twenty-five scientists from -eleven 
countries gathered at the Weizmann. 
Institute m Rehovot in order to 
exchange views on the causes of cancer 
avd methods of fighting this terrible 
disease. 

One day was devoted by the scholars 
iO a meeting with the general public. 
They replied to questions touching upon 
cancer and expressed the view that in 
the not distant future science will defeat 
this cruel enemy. The Chairman of 
that session was Mr. Abba Eban, who, 
as is well known, was recently elected 
President of the Weizmann Institute. 

In the second. scientific conference: 
189 biological researchers participated. 
Of ihe 100. scientists coming from 
abroad there were two from the Soviet 
Linion. 

The third conference was devoted to 
the disease of tuberculosis, from which 
many countries stil suffer. The State 
of Isracl.has  regisiered important 
achievements in the war on this disease 
and the methods which we are using 
are arousing interest abroad. 

From all the discussions at these 
conferences it was clear that medical 
research in Israel stands on a very high 
level and is making an important cop- 
tribution towards world science. |

From January 1, 1960, a new law 
in Sweden forbids monkeys, apes, 
and all beasts of prey (that is hons, 
tigers, etc.) except dogs and cats to 
ippear in the circus. All seals 
(except sea lions who enjoy their 
tricks), rhinos, hippopotami, deer, 
giraffe, and ostriches are also for- 
bidden to take part. 

Elephants, on the other hand, 
are thought to enjoy performing in 
the circus ring, so they are allowed 
to take part: so are horses, don- 
keys, zebras, camels, oxen, dogs, 
cats, etc. In future all circuses in 
Sweden will be supervised by 
vets.”

Against Jews”

The mattagement of the French 
Jockey Club cxupressed its “ surprise“ 
when unformed by your correspondent 
that the British Press had recently 
reported that barred Jews from 
membership 

It hae been confirmed here that the 
Duke of Windsor and Sir Gladwyn 
the Bautish Ambassador in Paris, 
are both members of the Jockey Club. 
The former refesed to comment on 
this racial discrimination, but Sir 
Gladwyn made the following satc- 
ment: “| am only a foreign member 
of the Jockey Club and I am presum- 
ably clected m my capacity as AmDas- 
sados It is not, therefore, for me 
to inquire into matters connected with 
the club membership and, in fact, I 
do nl exactly in accordance 
with what critersa this is established.” 

“Our constitution.” stated a repre 
sentative of the management. “ makes 
Our members 
are clecited by secret ballet and are 
expected to obtain at least 85 per 
cént of the votes.” When it was 

untied out that not one of the 1.100 
full members of the club was of 
Jewish origin, he replied that this 
was not premeditated, and that the 
members of the club were free to 
vote for whom they plcased. 

However. a member of the club, 
who for obviews reasons wishes to 
remain anonymous. your core 
spondcnt “tt a@ fact that Jews 
are barred from our club. This ban 
was introduced at the turn of the cen- 
tury. durimg the Dreyfus affair. 
Prench public opinion was then 
divided hetween partisans and oppon- 
ents of the Jewish officer accused of 
high treason.

Germans to Apply to 
Kuwait

FRANKFORT 

Dr. Bauer. the Prosecutor-General 
of the State of Hesse, has announced 
that he has reopened investigations 
into the case of Adolf Eichmann, the 
Nazi mass murderer, following 
reports that he was now living in 
Kuwait. 

Dr. Bauer said that the German 
legal authorities had received reports 
that Eichmann, who disappeared after 
the war, was now working on the 
staff of the Sheikh of Kuwait, acting 
a8 an important intermediary betwe@m 
West German industrial concer1s and 
the sheikhdom. The German 
authorities proposed to ascertain 
Eichmann’s exact whereabouts in 
order to demand his immediate 
extradition. The competent Federal 
authorities in Bonn would shortly. be 
asked to take the necessary diplomatic 
steps to demand Eichmann’s extradi- 
tion from the Sheikh of Kuwait. 

Dr. Bauer said that he did not 
think there were any legal reasons to 
prevent the extradition from being 
carried out He added that political 
considerations should not be allowed 
to prevent the arrest and prosecution 
of one of the most notorious mass 
murderers of the Nazi régime. 

Fichmann was the SS. official 
placed in charge of the Nazis’ pro- 
gramme of liquidating the Jews in 
I urope. He has Roasted that he was 
responsible for the extermination of 
live million Jews during the war.

SEARCH FOR “ CITIES 
OF THE PLAIN” 


AMMAN 

An American diver has left here 
to help in underwater excavations to 
find Sodom and Gomorrah—the lost 
“cities of sin.” Archzxologists believe 
that five lost cities were located to 
the south of the Dead Sea in an area 
known as the Biblical “ Plain of Lot.” 

The cities are believed to have been 
destroyed by an earthquake in about 
1900 Bice, and submerged beneath 
the Dead Sea. 

Jordanian pilots have reported that 
the outline of Sodom and Gomorrah 
can easily be seen underwater over 
the area, and local Arabs say that 
traces of the ancient cities always 
appear when the water level falls in 
autumn. 

Two Americans are reported to 
have found traces of the lost cities 
from pottery discovered recently in 
the region, 

Apart from Sodom and Gomorrah. 
the other cities were Adman. Zeboim. 
and Zoar.—(Reuter.)
